WHEREAS, �ultural tourism is increasingly seen as serving a vital and 
critical role in the eCOJ,lOmic growth of many communities throughout the United 
States, as well as internationally; and 

WHEREAS, G)lam's leading economic industry is principally linked to the 
tourism and travel indJi!stry; and 

W H E R E A S ,  tourism contributes significant! y to the continuing 
development of Guam !and in providing an improved quality of life for its citizens; 
and 

WHEREAS, th,e Governor, as part of the Vision 2001 Task Force, wishes to 
establish a Guam Cultt.jral Tourism Council; and 

NOW, THEREFORE, I,  CARL T. C. GUTIERREZ, I Maga'Lahen Guahan, 
Governor of Guam, by: virtue of the authority vested in me by the Organic Act of 
Guam, as amended, do 1order: 

1. Creation a'nd membership of the Guam Cultural Tourism Council. The

The Guam Cultural Tourism Council shall 
also over�ee the progress of any and all subcommittees tasked with 
various r�lated projects necessary to achieve the mandates of the 
tourism c9uncil on behalf of the citizens of Guam.
